Earthquakes 


The second deadly earth- 
KS quake to strike Colombia 
this year killed at least 37 
people and toppled buildings in 
western and central parts of the 
country. In southwest Wyoming, a 
strong tremor killed one miner and 
injured several others who were 
working 1,600 feet underground. 
As aftershocks of the Kobe earth- 
quake continued to rumble beneath 
the region, reports of aurora-like 
flashes just before and after the 
deadly Jan. 17 temblor were 
announced by a Japanese profes- 
sor. Tamenari Tsukuda of Tokyo 
University said one of the more 
intriguing sightings was a flash that 
streaked from east to west about 
eight feet above the ground shortly 
afterthe quake. Phenomenalike this 
are believed to be due to electrical 
and magnetic waves generated by 
the grinding of the earth’s crust. 
Earth movements were also felt 
in other parts of Japan, as well as in 
Ghana, northwest Turkey, western 
Romania, the troubled Ecuador- 
Peru border region, Luzon, northern 
New Zealand, northwestern Califor- 
nia and northern Oregon. 


Tropical Migration 

Vast numbers of warm- 
(( ((( water sea creatures are 

migrating farther north 
each year along the California coast 
in response to rising ocean temper- 
atures. Charles Baxter, one of four 
scientists at Stanford University’s 
Hopkins Marine Station that pub- 
lished the finding in the journal Sci- 
ence, believes this may be first evi- 
dence of the impact of global warm- 


ing, at least in the Northern Hemi- - 


sphere. The study began with a 
detailed inventory of underwater 
species in Monterey Bay during the 
early 1930s, and shows that the 
average shoreline temperature has 
risen by 1.35 degree since then. The 
average summer water temperature 
has gone up four degrees.

Cod in Canada’s Atlantic 
[x waters—once considered 

one of the world’s greatest 
fishing grounds—is now commer- 
cially extinct, according to the latest 
government figures. The stock of 
fish has continued a precipitous 
decline despite a ban on cod fishing 
there since 1992. Fisheries Minister 
Brian Tobin says over-exploitation, 
changing habitat and predatory 
seals may have caused the stock to 
decline from 400,000 tons in 1990, 
to just 2,700 tons in 1994.

Healing 


Animal life in the northern 
Persian Gulf has largely 
recovered from the mas- 


sive amount of oil that was dumped 
into the water by Iraqi forces during 
the closing days of the Gulf War four 
years ago, according to Germany's 
Senckenberg Society. The nature 
researchers announced in Frankfurt 
that while some areas remain heav- 
ily polluted, animal and plant life 
have recovered between 50 and 100 
percent of their pre-war levels as the 
oil was dispersed by natural forces. 
But the threat of chronic damage 
has not entirely disappeared, with 
the consequences of pollution still 
evident in many wildlife sectors.
